8., Tito in speech at the congress etphaticnlly‘contirnaﬂ Yugoslay
rosd to socimlism and took back some of the concessions made
to the Sovietis the previocus week,

1. But his chisf lieutensnt Rankovic said “certals very
responsible people who are our neighbors...are sgain
sharpening the cld and rusty weapons of the Cominform.”

2. All bloc ambdasssadors except Polish left during intermission
in this spesch and did not retara,

3. On the third day Kardalj}, the chief theoretician aznd drafter
of the program, made a relatively mild speech ia which he
also reitersted the thesis of separate roads to socialism,

1¥. Soviet attack on Yugoslav program was cast in terms of an
ideological schism.
